Future Needs 
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Washington — Sometimes a lone 


voice reaches nowhere in the cry for 
reform and sometimes after years of 
persistent calling it wins to its side 
those who were skeptical at the out- 
set. 
Such an evolution has been ex- 


perienced by Henry L. Doherty, who 
cried out for oil conservation begirt 
ning five years ago only to bo told 
that there was no lav,- to 
regulate 


production and no constitutional meth- 
od of conserving the supply. 


Today after years of discussion the 


federal oil conservation board is meet- 
ing with a committee from the Ameri- 
can Bar association and the American 
Petroleum institute to find a way to 
save the motorist of the future from 
the hardships of a diminished supply 
and to protect the American 
navy 


against a. shortage of fuel for national 
defense. 


Mr. Doherty raised the question in 


the American 
Petroleum 
institute 


•without avail and was opposed at the 
federal conservation board's hearings 
by members of the institute and coun- 


•• sol" who felt it was not a federal mat- 
ter. But Sir. Doherty said that where 
there was a will there was a way and 
he could" not believe the nation 
was 


powerless to conserve its supply of 
fuel. His theory then expressed was 
that-for every barrel of oil taken out 
of the ground more than ten barrels 
are left in some pools and that a flag- 
rant waste of gas was developing in 
nearly every field and that more gas 
is wasted when measured by the fuel 
energy of each than the entire amount 
ol petroleum recovered. Basically, the 
idea is that oil beneath the ground 
should be conserved and that the es- 
caping gases now will make the ex- 
pense of production in subsequent 
years excessive. The consumption re- 
quirements of oil today arc far below 
the supply and l-j take- oil out of the 
ground, it is argued, -wastes the nec- 
essary gases that should be conserved 
for future production.

Oklahoma City, Oltia.—(/?)—Bills oC 


impeachment naming Governor Hen- 
ry S. Johnston and two other state 
officials were voted early Tuesday at a 
self-convened executive session of tha 
lower house of the Oklahoma legisla- 
ture. 


The house members _assembled in a 


downtown hotel in the dark hours be- 
fore dawn while national guardsmen 
called out by the governor to prevent 
any meetings of the legislature slept: 
at the state cap.tol. JIt,ny of the leg- 
islators summoned f.om bea wore pa- 
jamas and bath rolvis at the session. 


It was a moley appearing group 


which had assemKad when Speaker 
Hill called the house meeting- to order 
at fi:30 Tuesday morning-. The legis- 
lators were crowded into three small 
hotel rooms. Despite the fact that 
three windows wero opened, the air 
became acrid wtih tobacco smoke. 


There were few chairs. Some of the 


men sat upon the floor, some on beds. 
Some were clothed only in pajamas, 
others also had on bath robes. Many 
were in shirt sleeves. 


Tom ZMcCombs of Sequoyah-co. read 


the report of the investigating- com- 
mittee, containing the charge against 
Governor Johnston, 
and the

was adopted by an oral vote.

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PUBLIC WINS FIRST SKIRMISH 
The government and the people have 


won a great preliminary victory in the 
railroad valuation controversy in a spe- 
cial " federal 
court composed 
of three 


judges setting at St. Louis. The court has 
unanimously 
upheld 
the valuation set 


upon the St. Louis & O'Fallon railroad 
by the Interstate Commerce commission. 
This is a test suit of the railroads of the 
United 
States attacking the methods 


used by the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission in valuing their properties for 
rate making purposes. 


Th;e commission has adopted the "pru- 


dent investment'' theory under 
which 


railroads are entitled to rates and earn- 
ings'only upon whatever money is pru- 
dently and reasonably invested in their 
properties. The railroads on their part 
insist' that valuation should be based on 
reproduction value or appraisals -at 
prices required to build the rail systems 
today.'The suit did not involve directly 
the method of valuation, but the question 
is decided indirectly, the court 
holding 


that tie amount due the 
government 


from ..the St. Louis & O'Fallon 
railroad 


in excess of earnings, 
under the recap- 


ture section of the transportation act. "is 
not open to attack upon the ground of 
wrongful valuation.7' 
fs~ 


Under-the transportation act the rail- 


roads may take 5"per cent of their net 
earnings as profits and the government is 
entitled to participate in earnings above ' 
this percentage. If the_ valuation theory- 
advanced by the railroads were accepted. 
it would add §11,000,000,000 to the valua- 
tion fixed bv the" Interstate Commerce 


•*-"•

commission and this would. 01 course. 
open'the way "to a heavy increase in- 
freight rates in order to permit the rail- 
roads ",to earn z.- reasonable return 
on 


their investments. -Moreover, under the 
recapture clause of the transportation act. 
the government claims excess earnings 
from the railroads of the country aggre- 
gating; a sum estimated at S400.000.000. 


The inportance of the case to the 


peoole .is, therefore, two-fold, it means a 
large accretion to the public treasury and 
the protection of consumers against in- 
creased living costs that would 
accom- 


pany higher freight rates. It is estimated 
that rates might have to be increased as 
much as 18 per cent in the, event that the 
theory of the railroads were sustained. 
The basis of valuation fixed by the Inter- 
,state Commerce commission is not a rig- 
id application of the original cost in- 
vestment, but is a combination of that 
and modified reproduction cost. It would 
seem that the 
commission's procedure 


has been just and ethical. Xot only does 
it tend to fix a fair valuation for utilities, 
which are in a class essentially different 
from that of private and competitive cor- 
porations, but it tends to restrai.i and 
hold down the inevitable tendency fo rail- 
roads and other-utilities to overcapitalize 
their properties.

by the railroads themselves, those fixed 
by the Interstate Commerce commission 
appear to be wholly :n the public inter- 
est, despite the criticism of' radical poli- 
ticians thai the -commission was a party 
to sros.-^ over-valuation.

Another European 
war bubble

to expect. There was no real possibility of 
war at any time, yet the news dispatches 
were filled with threats of an armed con- 
flict between the two countries that 
might involve Germany, France and 
Russia, and perhaps other nations. The 
utter futility and impossibility 'of such a 
war'was^xeadily apparent, yet sensational 
news of the most alarming character was 
scattered throughout Europe and Amer- 


ica. 


As a matter of fact, Lithuania and Po- 


land should be the best of friends. In all 
probability their economic and political 
interests would be best served by a union 
of their governments. 
They are both 


buffer states created by the World war. 
although their claims to self-government 
and national and racial freedom are 
wholly valid. While the 
justice of the 


creation of the Danzig 
corridor is in- 


volved in an estimate of the newly form- 
e.d Polish state, it must also be kept in 
mind that in order to properly serve its 
necessities there must be port and water 
outlets. 
These requirements could be 


served through a union of Lithuania and 
Poland even better than they are served 
througfh the establishment of the corri- 
O 


dor. which has served 
Germany geo- 


graphically. 


The comparative ease with which the 


dispute between Poland and Lithuania 
was composed at 
Geneva shows how 


much foundation there was for the war 
scare. The world is constantly subjected 
to these scares. Another one is the Jugo 
Slav-Albanian situation involving alleg- 
ed!}- conflicting intere'sts of France and 
Italy. These war scares accomplish no 
useful purposes, but they cannot be pre- 
vented. The world should not take them 
too seriously. It 
should keep in mind 


the fact that Europe is in no condition for 
a big war of any kind and will not be for 
vears to come. In the meantime, some 
sane statesmanship there should remove 
differences, potential 
and actual, that 


might 
ultimately threaten 
European 


peace.

ECONOMY AGAIN 


Economy is surely an overworked 


word. It took President Coolidge to make 
it popular and even then Democrats 
won't subscribe to it publicly. If it had 
been a Democratic president who tried 
to run things for less money, then Repub- 
licans would have looked on just as dis- 
paragingly. 
Economy, however, does 


bulk larger and larger in the public eye 
as a virtue much to be desired, especially 
as the voter watches administration costs 
mount sky high all along the line. 


For instance, the 
per capita cost of 


maintenance and operation of the 
gen- 


eral departments of the Xew York city 
government have more than doubled in 
the last ten years, according to the de- 
partment of commerce, which has issued 
a surmnary of the financial statistics of 
the city for the fiscal year ended Dec. 31, 
1926. As indicative of the rapid increase 
in city operating costs, it is cited that the 
comparative per capita cost in 1917 was 
S25.64: in 1925 it was S50.27 and in- 
creased to S52.90 in 1926. The total pay- 
ments for maintenance ar.d- operation for 
the fiscal year ended Dec. 31, I926: were 
S3I3.S29.106.

prising that its authors believe it will 
je equally effective in France. But 
t so often proves they have not stud- 
ed how to appeal to our people and 
that the copy that is good in your 
country is not so stood with us." 


THE TALE OF THE SHIRT 


By way of illustrating his point. 
r. Maas tola a modern tale of the 


shirt. He says that the coat-type shirt 
for men was "sold" to American men 
on the argument of its comfort Snd 
convenience, and one American coat- 
shirt manufacturer undertook to in- 
troduce his product in Fiance on that 
appeal. He lost a lot of money —: nor 
spent it in unproductive advertising-^ 
before he learned his mistake. He -had 
failed to take into consideration the 
fact that no Frenchman would buy a 
higher-priced shirt merely to save 
himself a few seconds of inconveni- 
ence during his morning dressing or 
to gain a modicum of greater comfort 
in the .wearing of the garment.

campaign in Fran'ce, having grown 
weary - of 
spending f- money

out of proportion to his returns, tot 
as a 3ast;resource:he4ook his problem 
to a" Paris advertising man who knew 
the French. He was told that whereas 
French thrift was invulnerable to ap- 
peals of 
comfort and 
convenience, 


the average Frenchman has a horror 
of appearing ridiculous. The . result 
was that the coat-shirt is now sel- 
ling- well in France because the 
ad- 


vertisements now characterize the old 
closed shirt as a ridiculous garment 
and the labored effort of crawling in- 
to one as a ridiculous performance. 


In 
another 
case, a well-known 


American manufacturer, of 
cosmet- 


ics sent over to a French maKazinp'a: 
full-page ad for a line 
of. facial 


creams. This ad had been translated 
into French in the home office, hut 
by some one who had only a school 
and book knowledge of the language- 
No fault could be found with the 
grammar and construction, but, un- 
fortunately for the 
advertiser. 
1he 


slogan line of the 
advertisement, 


when put into French of a purity that 
even Moliere might have envied, turn- 
ed into a. street phrase of perfectly 
shocking implication. By evening of 
the magazine's appearance Paris was 
rocking with laughter, and collectors 
had bought up all available copies 
of the edition because it contained 
one of the most astonishing blunders 
that ever found its way into French 
print. 


A BACKWARD ART IN FRANCE 
Mr. Maas says that even as yet ad- 


vertising si a backward art in France 
It is strange, he says, that France 
which is so -ceaseless an innovator

or to refuse it means that "bad luck" 
will follow and overtake the refuser 
during the coming year. 


The following 
rule makes about 


four quarts of rnince meat. Any pa"t 
of the beef can be used including the 
heart and tongue. Of course the Iner 
is too strongly flavored to be chosen. 
Any bits of gristle should be careful- 
ly trimmed away after cooking and 
fat is supplied by the suet.

caruully trimb av.ay any bits of fat,
